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an Intermittent fusillade for some 
hours. This brought artillery into ac- 
tion at Gallngatan, but only one gun 
annoyed tb* Americans to any appre- 
ciably extent. 

The Third artillery silenced the Gal- 
tngatan battery by firing two guns 
simultaneously, which was followed 
immediately by volleys from the in- 
fantry. 

About midnight there was a lull In 
the firing, lasting until 3:45 a. m.. 
when the whole Filipino line reopened 
fire. The Americana poured a terrific 
fire line into the darkness for 20 min- 
utes, and then there was another lull 
until daylight, when the Americans 
generally advanced. During the night, 
•a response to Hear Admiral Dewey s 
signals flashed across from Ca/lte, the 
United States cruiser Charleston and 
the gunboat Concord, stationed at Ma- 
labon. poured a dealy fire from their 
secondary battery into the Filipino 
trenches at Calcolan. 

At daylight the double turret sea- 
going monitor Monadnock opened fire 
off I.ialate and kept shelling the Fili- 
pinos' left flank, while the other ves- 
t-Is shelled the enemy's right flank for 
several hours. 

By 10 o'clpek the Americans had ap- 
parently completely routed the enemy 
end had taken the villages of Palaw- 

a, San 
Pasai, 



Washington, Feb. 6.— Admiral Dewey 
cabled the navy department as follows: 
"Insurgents have attacked Manilla. 
The Boston left for Hollo to relieve the 
Baltimore, which will return to Ma- 
nilla. Two men wounded Sunday on 
board Monadnock, one seriously. 

This dispatch is taken by the navy to 
Indicate a continuation of the first 
day's fighting at Manilla, or else a re- 
uewal of the attack, as Dewey's first 
dispatch stated positively that there 
was no casualties In the navy. 

Army officers believe Dewey's latest 
dispatch a belated cablegram, while 
naval officers believe just the opposite, 
and that It refers to a second engage- 
ment. 

The news of Agonclllo's flight to

Manilla, Feb. fi.— Owing to the area 
embraced in the scene of Sunday s 
engagement, a semi-circle of fully 17 
miles, details regarding fighting have 
been extremely difficult to obtain. So 
tar as can be gathered the brush com- 
menced si 8:45 on Saturday evening 
by the firing of a Nebraska sentry at 
Santa Mesa upon Filipinos, who were 
deliberately crossing the line after re- 
peated warnings, witb the evident pur- 
ose of drawing our Are. 
The flrat shot front the American 
sentry was evidently accepted as a pre- 
arranged signal, for It was followed 
almost immediately by a terrific fuall- 
lade along the entire Filipino line on 
the north aide of the Paslg river. The 
American outpoets returned the fire 
with such vigor that the Filipino fire 
was checked until the arrival of rein- 
forcements. All the troops in the 
vicinity were hurried out, and the Fil- 
ipinos ceased firing for half an hour, 
While their own reinforcements 
came up. 

At 10 o'clock the fighting waa re- 
sumed, the American firing line con- 
sisting of the Third artillery, the Kan- 
sas and Montana regiments, the Min- 
nesota regiment, the PennBylvanlans. 
the Nebraskana. the Utah battery,, the 
Idaho*, the WaehlngtonB, the Califor- 
nlana, the Fourth cavalry, North Da- 
kota volunteers, Sixth artillery and 
Fourteenth Infantry. 

The Filipinoa concentrated their

"I do. .The Washington authorities 
would not allow me to receive any 
cable messages. There is a censor at 
Manilla, and the use of codes is for- 
bidden. I was completely in the dark, 
save for the advices I received by mail 
and what I learned from the newspa- 
pers. Therefore, we have come to Mon- 
treal where we will be enabled to re- 
ceive the news we desire by table. 
When I receive It, I expect to return 
to Washington, and to continue my 
efforts to fulfill my mission to the 
United Statea 

"As to the affair of Saturday and 
Sunday, I do not regard it as ending 
the usefulness of my mission. From 
the bulletins received by the officials 
in Washington. I gather that the fight- 
ing began suddenly and unexpectedly. 
I think tnat the Filipinos were goaded 
to come into it by aome act of the 
Americans. For months they have 
been doing their beat to drive the Fil- 
ipinoa into revolt. General Otis has 
sent men to search private residences, 
and the property of our people has 
been turned inside out and the search 
instituted by his orders. Acts like this 
have kept the spirit of the Filipinoa 
at fever heat and made such affairs 
a8 that of Saturday and 8unday dosbI- 

Agoncillo and his secretary are be- 
ing watched by two strangers, sup- 
posed to be United States aecret service 
men. One of them shadowed Marti, 
the secretary, who went out for a drive, 
and the other remained in the hotel 
to watch Agoncillo, who busied himself 
with tearing up a number of docu- 
ments.

RATIFIED THE TREATY. 



Its Ssnatorial Friends Win Out by 
a Nmall Margin. 



HAD A MAJORITY OF THREE. 



Opponent* Seeking to Have an Interpre- 
tation Plated Upon It by the Adop- 
tion »f Resolutions— Analysis 
of the Vote Cast. 



Washington, Feb. 6.— When the sen- 
ate convened, Senator Allen of Ne- 
braska made a speech denying publish- 
ed statements that he would attack 
Senator Gorraon for using the peace 
treaty as a means to defeat Bryan. He 
said he did not keep Mr. Bryan's con- 
science, and paid a warm tribute to 
that leader. He (Allen) was opposed 
to expansion, but our duty now was 
to ratify the treaty. There was weep- 
ing in Nebraska, and he condemned 
the Filipinos as bloodthiraty savages, 
who had precipitated an attack on us. 

Mr. Gormon spoke next, and replied 
particularly to Mr. Wolcott's Saturday 
speech, saying that it was such an at- 
tack as he did not exppct. He said 
that three elections he had obtained 
were the height of his ambition. He 
repudiated the idea that he had taken 
position for personal advantage. If 
such had been the case, he could have 
secured more from his party when 
"Thrift would follow fawning." He 
said he believed the battle in Manilla 
was but the beginning, and if the 
treaty was ratified war would follow 
for years, costing lives and millions 
upon millions in money. 

What a spectacle It has been, said 
Mr. Gormon. to see the president of 
the United States, kindly, gentle and 
partisan as he is. In his swing through 
the south, giving expression to the sen- 
timent to the Confederate dead, which 
was so grand, and then asking for 100.- 
000 men to keep their descendants in 
subjection. 

Treaty Ratified. 

At the conclusion of Mr. Gorman's 
speech, Mr. Davis moved an executive 
session. Mr. Wolcott wanted five min- 
utes to reply to Mr. Gorman, but Mr. 
Davis would not yield. The senate 
then went into executive session for 
final consideration of the peace treaty. 

In the open senate, Mr. McEnery 
(La.) offered n resolution declaring 
that, by ratification cf the treaty, it is 
not intended to make citizens of the 
inhabitants of the Philippines, nor to 
annex the islands permanently, but to 
hold them until the islands are pre- 
pared for self-government 

Mr. Vest offered an amendment In 
connection with the Philippine clause 
of the treaty, which was defeated 30 
to 53. 

Then came the vote on* ratification 
of the treaty. Its friends carried the 
day by a small margin, the Paris docu 
ment being ratified by a majority of 
three.

Trouble For American Chins 

Omaha, Feb. 6.— There ia trouble In 
sight for all the Chinese In the United 
States, resulting from the total disap- 
pearance of the Chinese who were ad- 
mitted to the country in order to take 
part in the Transmlsslsslppl exposi- 
tion. Inspector James Stone oi the 
government service is in Omaha Inves- 
tigating the situation. He says the 
government has determined as the only 
means of locating the Omaha fugitives 
to run up the Chinese In every city of 
the country, and those that can not 
produce their certificates of residence 
will be deported. 

A Tempestuous Passage. 

New York, Feb. 6 — The Cunard line 
steamer Lucania arrived from Liver- 
pool and Queenstown after a most 
tempestuous passage, lasting aeven 
days and 19 hours. From the time the 
Lucania left the Irish coast until she 
arrived on the American coast she ex- 
perienced a succession of terrific gales 
and high seas.

Mail Clerk Charles Stambaugh of Dav- 
ison, leg broken; Mr. Bums of Lapeer, 
passenger % on eastbound train, leg 
broken; Ripley White of Lapeer, pas- 
penger. eastbound train, ankle broken; 
Mr. English. Strathroy, Ont., braised. 

Eoth trains were fast mall trains. 
The eastbound was standing near the 
station waiting for the coming train 
to pass It according to custom. The 
latter Instead of slackening and stop- 
ping crashed Into No. 6. The employes 
of the westbound train and the pas- 
sengers of the eastbound suffered the 
most. The locomotives were both 
badly wrecked and the mail cars are 
lammed across the tracks. All the 
passengers coaches remain on the 
tracks. Why the westbound train 
failed to stop is unknown. 

The two fast trains ordinarily passed 
each other at Lapeer, 15 miles west of 
this place, but the orders in this case, 
the eastbound train being behind time, 
were to pass at Imlay. There was ap- 
parently confusion of orders some- 
where. Engineer Thomas Fairchild of 
No. 1 was killed by being struck by 
a mail car as he was jumping from his 
cab. His firemen, who remained in 
the cab Is uninjured. 

It is thought that Engineer Fair 
banks of train No. 1, which should 
have stopped before reaching the 
switch, mistook a freight train on a 
siding for the passenger train, and did 
not slacken speed. The Indications are 
that train No. 1 was responsible for the 
accident.

Estimated at Over 200,000,000 Bushels -A 
Chicago Firm Says Better Prices 
Will Prevail. 

A Chicago commission firm figures an 
Immense shortage in the last corn crop 
and there seems to be good prices ahead 
for the grain. 

The shortage of corn supplies for '99, as 
eompared with established consumption 
of '08, la 217,000,000 bushels. In other 
words, unless there is a decrease instead 
of the expected increase in our home 
consumption, together with a most im- 
probable dflcreaae in our export demand, 
on the baaia of our monthly consumption 
for tbe paat twelve raontha, there will be 
an actual shortage in our corn supply o; 
217,000,000 bushels, which will have to 
be met by the substitution of some other 
feeding stuff for corn, a substitution that 
can only be brought about by an advance 

in corn values that will force such a sub- 
atitution. 

But these figures do not tell the whol 
atory. A year ago the visible supply 0 f 
corn was 42,000.000 bushels, against 22 
000,000 bushels to-day, showing a short- 
age in our immediate available supplies 
of 20,000,000 bushels. A year ago every 
private elevator in Chicago and elsewhere 
was full to overflowing with corn. To- 
day they are practically empty, these 
Btocks being at leaat 8,000,000 to 10,000,000 
bnshela less than last year.
